Jungles Accident Victim 
Rescued After Message is

NEW YORK, June 4.—After an 
8.0.8. was fashed over hundreds of 
miles of Panama jungle by the dis- 
patch of a native runner more than 
seventy-five miles to the nearest

They had gone hundreds 
of miles and were near the border 
of Costa Rica when Mrs. Gaige 
met with her accident. Her hus- 
band administered: first aid and 
dispatched the runner to a little 
settlement named David, almost 
eighty miles away, to telegraph a 
request for assistance to Dr. 8. J. 
South, American Minister to Pan- 
ama, in Panama City. 

Prof. Gaige and his party then 
started out to follow the runner, 
reaching David in three days. 
Meanwhile, Minister South for- 
warded the B. O. S. to France Fields, 
the Army aviation base, and a 
Martin bomber and two other 
planes were sent out to find the 
party. A reoord flight was made, 
the aviators returning with the 
Gaiges, and Mrs. Gaige was placed 
in a hospital at Balboa, Canal 
Zone. There attending surgeons 
declared the poison had set in and 
that the patient would have suc- 
cumbed in another day. .

The fact that the 
Austrian currency has been the sta- 
biest in Europe since its stabiliza- 
tion last September is encouraging 
at the moment of launching this 
reconstruction loan, which is a 
form of international collabora- 
tion new in the world’s history.” 

The scheme, in broad lines, was 
first. Austrias political and eco- 
nomical independence guaranteed 
by all ite neighbors; second, a plan 
for restoring the equilibrium of the 
budget in two years by a heavy re- 
duction in expeditures and an in-

WASHINGTON, June 4.-—Los 
Angeles postal service after July ! 
will receive all the additional per- 
sonnel which the tremendous 


growth of that municipality in 
postal business demands. This 
was confirmed formally today by 
officials of the Postoffice Depart- 
ment who were in several confer- 
ences with Motley II. Flint, former 
postmaster at Los Angeles, and 
now vice-president of the Los An- 
geles Trust and Savings Bank. 
So great has been the growth of 
the work of the Los Angeles office 
that Postmaster O'Brien has de- 
epaired of keeping up with the 
demand for additional facilities. 

His recommendations for addi- 
tional clerks and carriers as of 
July 1 at first staggered the Post- 
office Department and special in- 
Sections of the service and con- 
ditions there were ordered. 

Mr. Flint was unable to learn 
just what number of clerks or 
carriers would be ordered as addi- 
tions to the Los Angeles force, but 
virtually all the recommendations 
of Postmaster O'Brien will be 
granted in every case where the 
Inapector’s report coincides with 
the recommended additions. 

While the increase in posta! 
business has been general all over 
the United States, no one city has 
had so great an increase as Los 
Angeles in the volume of business 
mall. This is due largely to the 
great increase of the municipality 
in factories and distributing plants, 
many of which are being trans- 
ferred from other cities and all of 
which are on scales of importance 
hard for the average person to 
realize. 

All the Washington officials are 
now convinced that on the actual 
growth of business activity Los 
Angeles is entitled to a much 
greater consideration than when 
the first recommendations of the 
postmaster reached Washington. 

The ratio of increase in mail re- 
quirements exceeds by all bounds 
the ordinary growth based simply 
on increase in population and that 
was hard to impress at first on the 
supervising officials in Washing- 
ton. 


INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC 
GRIPPING MEXICO CITY 


SPANISH AILMENT AND SMALL 
POX SPREADING THROUGH- 
OUT SOUTHERN CAPITAL 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH! 
MEXICO CITY, June 4.—<An 
demic of Spanish influenza ts slow- 
ly gripping Mexico City and cases 
of smallpox are spreading rapidly. 
For the past three weeks news- 
papers have carried on an active 
campaign in favor of vaccination 
but the difficulties owing to inac- 
cesibility of the interior and the 
tendency of some sections to hide 
the cases have hindered the pre- 
ventive work. Authorities have 
been greatly handicapped in clean- 
ing infected houses and vaccinat- 
ing tenants by opposition in some 
cases. 

Although the number of cases 
has been large in some parts of 
Mexico City the residential section 
has escaped with very few cases 
of smalipox. Several cases of black 
smallpox have been ie ported in the 
hospitals. 

The epidemic is raging not only 
in Mexico City but over the central 
plateau. It is reported to be most 
serious at Milpa Alta, Guajimala, 
San Bartolo Nacoalpam, Texcoco, 
Mixquic, Chalco, and other towns in 
this region around Mexico City. 
According to Fl Heraldo, the 
scourge is the strongest in the 
states of Hidalgo, Pueblo and More- 
los. 


The natural disinclination ok. 
the lower classes toward vVaccina- 
tion is causing sanitary authorities 
the greatest trouble. Free vaccin- 
ation stations have been ¢stab- 
lished throughout Mexico City. Of- 
ficial recerds show 20,000 persons 
have been vaccinated since the 
epidemic started. According to rec- 
ords of the department yesterday 
four new smallpox cases appeared, 
228 were vaccinated and large vac- 
cine shipments were made outside 
of the city.

MARICOPA FIRE 


Heart of Town’s Business 
District Wiped Out 


Wind. Sweeps Flames Down 
Line of Buildings 


at $250,000 | 


(EXCLYSIVR DISPATCH) 
BAKERSFIELD... June 4. — Fire 


of unknown origin which broke out 
in the Lakeview Hote! early this 
morning wiped out the heart of 
Maricopa’s business district and 
resulted in the burning to death 
of Walter Barry. a night watch- 
man. The property damage is 
estimated at $250,000. 


A solid block of business bulld- 
ings between California and Bush 
streets and Third and Fourth 
streets were destroyed. The flames. 
starting in the hotel, ewept along 
the right side of Bush street, for 
half a block and were then carried 
across the street by a stron 
wind. The big plant of the Oil Ou 
Well Supply Company on the left 
side of the street was the first 
building swept by the flames, 
which then ravaged another halt 
block of adjoining bullidings. 
The supply company was the 
est loser in the fire, ite 
estimated at $100,000. 
rate efforts on the part of 
the Maricopa volunteer fire de- 
partment failed to halt the onrush 
of the flames, but reinforced by 
a battalion of skilled firemen wit? 
modern apparatus from Taft 
the forces of several oll companies, 
the Maricopans soon confined the 
flames to the center of the business 
district.
